HOLIDAY CHEER IS 

SENT “DOWN RIVER” 
RY COUNTY POLICE 

Sixteen hundred and fifty 
gallons of holiday cheer, 
in the form of wine of vari¬ 
ous kinds and colors, are 
gurgling their merry way to 
the ocean, after having been 
emptied into the wash back 
of Santo Lorenzini’s home at 
685 East Grand View by men 
from the district attorneys’ 
office. 

Not only is Lorenzini out 
the sixteen hundred gallons 
of wine, but also a sizeable 
amount of bail, which may be 
turned into a permanent fine, 
providing he is found guilty 
of the charge of possession 
and sale of liquor. 

The raid on the Lorenzini 
home was made Friday at 
noon, when officers entered 
the residence and discovered 
what they claim to be wine 
in the basement of the house. 
Taking a small quantity of 
each for evidence, they broke 
the kegs and allowed the con¬ 
traband liquor to run out of 
the drain into the wash. 
Prior to the raid, two men 
two men from the county 
office claim to have purchas¬ 
ed wine from Lorenzini.
